The Campaign Opened at Moose Jaw 
—Some Important and Weighty 
Statements—Wili Stay With the 
Statute Labor Act 


Moose Jaw, Assa., Octohor 15.-—An 
enthusiastic meeting was held here 
last night, Mayor Bogue in the chair, 
Premier Huultain, after stating that 
he ani his colleagues were not entitled 
to the title “honorable”, given them 
hy some newspapers, and did not want 
it as there is no room. for titles in this 
country, went on to declare the potic 
of the new government, He said that 
the change that had taken place by 
the new act wes that while hitherto 
much had been done by an_irrespon- 
sible persov, who represented nobody 
and was under no obligation to the 

ople of the Territories, in future 
ee islation would be by men avswer- 
able to the people who elected them, 
These responsible persons would con- 
trol the expenditure and men who 
controlled tbe expenditure must al- 
ways control the work of government, 
The changes that had come about had 
been gradual and progressive in keep- 
ing with the development of the Te- 
ritories. There had been no grasping 
atter theoretival power and _ bis policy 
inthe future would be what it had 
been in the past, namely, to carry on 
the business of the North West in as 
sunple but efficient a way as possible 
consistent with the resources, condi- 
tions and income of the Territories. 
He would know no party polities in 
the assemb’y. No Gritor Tory. He 
was conten with the simple name a 
“Nor’ Wester,” If they had good roads, 
bridges und means of communication 
and above alr good schools, he thought 
they would be going a good way to- 
watds 2» good \government. In the 
Territories they had no school ques- 
tion such bas had caused such bitter- 
ness in other places. The educational 
policy of the new Territerial govern- 
ment was that they should strain all 

eir resources to give a good, sound, 
in education within the reach of 
every child in the Territories. If the 
schuvols increased ont of proportion 
with the income there would be a 
« .difficulty they would haveto confront. 

At present they were giving twice as 

much in grants as Manitoba geve and 

nearly three times as much as Ontario 
and the attendance at the schcols— 
standards 1 to 5—was oyer 5 per cent 
of the pupils. 

Mr. Haultain then referred to the 
reform in the public works depart- 
ment. tITustead o! dividing into so 
many parts the money to be spent, 
which was very absurd,now they were 
going to look over the Territories and 
see where public works were wanted 
and carry them out. In the west, 
where they had large rivers, bridges 
were wanted; in the east the great 
want was a water supply. ‘These 
things could not be attempted under 
the old system, but they would be 
accomplished under the new, 

The government wanted to obtain 
control of the irrigation system, From 
the public works question came the 

F pstry of the Statute Labor districts, 

e was as much opposed as any man 
in the country to the introduction of 
any unnecessary taxation; but at the 
same time he did not believe that be- 
cause they opposed a system of burden-

Although he 
was not a “resident” member of the 
Government, he was not yoing to be a 
figurehead, » He proposed going to 
Regina and attending tbe meetings 
from time to time and doing what he 
couldin an honest way towards any 
matters that might be brought up, He 
thought the country could safely trust 
them, (Hear, hear), 

Mr. Ross spoke next and gave a his- 
tor 7 of the work of the Assembly since 
it first started, giving Mr. Haultain 
great credit for what nad been acconm- 
plished, especially as regarded the 
schools and during the trying time of 
the relief expenditure. 

It was fitting that the announcement 
of the government's policy should be 
made at Moose Jaw because that dis- 
trict was the only district that had 
stuck consistently to the tightby eend- 
ing a representative to Regina in each 
succeed'ng term (applause). 

Mr, Haultain should bave a warm 
spot in their affections, For that 
reason he (Mr, Ross) wa glad to go 
into the government and give Mr, 
Haultain all the assistance he could, 
He strongly deprecated any attempt 
to introduce Dominion party politics 
into assembly elections. With Mr. 
Haultain, he would endeavor to carry 
on the government, He felt the 
weight of his position and his inabili- 
ty tocope with the great questions 
they had to deal with, The country 
was not ripe for municipal institutions 
but it was ripe for statute labor dis- 
tricts, 

Regarding exemptions he (Mr, Ross) 
felt very keenly. There were lands 
exempted only on account of certain 
office rules and regulations, and that 
was the class of lands ther must get 
at. Heagreed with Mr Haultain's 
remarks respecting agricultural shows, 
and considered the holding of a mov- 
able show would be a good plan to 
adopt.

WIPED QUT 

About 200 People Rendered Homeless—

Hariax, N.8., October 13,—The 
town of Windsor, the birth place of 
Haliburton (Sam Slick), was wiped 
out by fire yesterday, Four hundred 
houses were burned and 200 people 
rendered homeless. The day was 
bitterly cold and a high wind was 
raging at the time, Some drunken 
toughs are said to have cuused the fire.

swept over an area of several miles 
in length by balf a mile wide, Lhe 
flanies spread with intense rapidity, so 
that many were glad to abandon 
everything and escape to the ftlelds 
with their liyes. The Halifax fire 
department went to Windsor, a dis~ 
tance of 46 miles from the city. They 
assisied greatly in queliing the flames.

HE PREFERS CATTLE 


DR. DUNN WOULD NOT USE 
HORSES FOR PACK ANIMALS 


On a Clondike Journey--Says That 
Cattie Would Fatten on the Grass 
While Horses Would Surely Fail 
Unless Grain Fed. 


Dr. W. H. Donn of Grand Forks, N. 
D., has been in Spokane tor some time 
making arrangements for starting in 
search of gold in the North West m 
the spring. The overland routes are 
the only ones which the doctor is con- 
sidering. He will organize a smalt but 
select party to accompany him, 

Dr. Dunn is an old tine miner, 
having gone across the plains to Cali- 
fornia iu the early days of the gold 
excitement, and has spent many years 
in the west— visiting almost all the 
mining sections, He has some ideas 
of bis own about the trip to the Clon- 
dike. He does not intend to under- 
take going vorth over the snow, | be- 
lieving it better to wait until spring, 
when travel is easier. 

“LT wouldn't take a horse on that 
trip,” said Dr, Dann. "A horse won't 
stand the work of packing every day 
without grain. L_ know, for.,-have 
tried it. They will do well on grass 
for a few days, but when it comes t 
along, steady journey, the horse fails, 
I came across the plains to California 
with cattleas my beasts of burden, 


and they fattened on the 
grass by the way. They would 
doit on the road to the Clondike, 


From all accounts there is plenty of 
the nutritious bunch grass along the 
overland route, and oxen thrive on 
that. ‘They will pall a man’s supplies 
through in better time and more profit- 
ably than horses, I say more profit- 
ably for two reasons—there are no 
heavy bags of grain Lo carry, as woula 
be needed for horses, and the cattle 
will be fat enough to kill when the 
pucking is done, ‘The meat would not 
y¢ & bad addition to one’s fare, fancy, 
on such a journey.” 

The doctor will not go to Clondike, 
He believes his party will find a for- 
tune in fields yet unprospected nearer 
home. He has studied the country 
from every source of information 
obtainable, and has several streams in 
mind along whose bauks he hopes to 
flad rich deposits of gold, When he 
reaches the water portion of his route, 
he does not expect to depend entirely 
upon floating, but intends to have his 
boats rigged with sails, so as to make 
the northern breezes assist in bis pro- 
gress. The men who will accompany 
him must be sturdy, strong and gritty, 
The doctor is a smal! man, with hair 
and beard well silyered, but he has 
lost none of the vigor of his youth 
and expects to keep the young men of 
his party continually on the move, It 
is needless to say that he is burdened 
with applications for a place in his 
party. 

According to a Spokane paper the 
number of men in that city who are 
planning to go to the londike and 
other portions ot the far north is much 
greater than one wight suppose, The 
great wave of excitement was never 
much im evidence ‘there, but the 
undercurrent is strong. The offices 
where Clondike matters are discussed 
are crowded early and late by anxious 
inquirers, The overland routes are 
also attracting attention and many 
inquiries are daily received by the 
newspapers, business men and others 
from persons writing for fuller details,

STEAMER WRECKED 


FINANCE MINISTER FIELDING 
IN LONDON 


Another Plague in Jadia--The Winci- 
peg Stabbing Case — Leutgert’s 
Trial.—Yellow Jack. 


HAVANA, October 18.—The cvasting 
steamer Triton from  Havans to 
Babawa, Honduras and the Province 
of Pinar del Rio was wrecked be- 
tween Dominico and Mariclis on the 
north coast of that province. The 
steamer went ashore yesterday during 
heavy weather and grounding about 
eight miles from the coast Was soon @ 
total wreck, The ship’s purser and 
one passenger arrived at Marichs and 
say that they have no knowledge of 
the captain, passengers, soldiers, civil- 
lians and members of the crew of the 
Triton, There area large number cof 
passengers missing including several 
well known merchants. A Spanish 
gunboat, the Maria Cristina, and the 
tug Louise left this port for the scene 
of the wreck, [t is said the Triton 
had over 200 passengers. soldiers and 
civilians and it is feared that all have 
perished. In addition some 30 men 
comprising the steamer’s crew are also 


missing.

Trudel ; $1,000 from the late 
Hon. Mr, La Tourville; $2,500 
from the U. P. R., and $1,800 from 
Beemer, contractor for Quebec 
waterworks, 

“There were other charges, as 
Tarte’s accepting $2,000 in the Bay 
Chaleurs affair and a bribe in the 
St. Jobn’s railway contract, out 
these were denied by Tarte and 
were not proved by any of the 
witnesses called, The amounts 
specified Tarte acknowledged to 
have got, and his defense was that 
he took the money not for himself, 
but to pay election expenses. He 
had been election orgaaizer for 
the Conservatives and afterwards 
for the Liberals, and denied most 
strenuously that he had ever kept 
adollarof what was civen to him 
for his own use, His evidence 
throws interesting light on the 
Liberal election fund. He declared 
they had counted on 25,000, bus 
only $3,000 were subscribed. He 
was to have been paid a salary of 
$4,000 as organizer, and actually 
got only $1,800, which he spent for 
the party. That he bled con- 
tractors and politicians aspiring to 
seats and received government 
money for which he has given no 
valne, he frankly acknowledged, 
yet claimed he was innocent, 
because he spent the money for 
party purposes. In_ short, he 
claims to be a sort of Robin Hood, 
who missed no chance for getting 
money yet repudiates the uame of 
eateran because he kept not» coin 
for himself. Tarte endeavors to 
justify himself by the assumption 
that so long as itis epent on party 
objects it is legitimate to raxe in 
money by hook or crook, This 
Tarteian code of morals would 
necessitate a new decalogue. His 
entire defense is to bo rejceted 
with indignant scorn. What is 
wrong in the individual is wrong 
in the politician, and the man who 
extorts money for his party is 
morally as bad as he who extorts 
it for himself, the only difference 
in the former case being that he 
does not add _ selfishness to obtain- 
ing money by crooked means, 
Under the rulings ot the judge the 
jury found Grenier guilty, but 
that does not exonerate Tarte, who 
eaves court with a reputation 
blackened by his own admissions 
Sir John Macdonald was driven) 
from power because he had been a 
consenting party to receiving 
money from C. PB.

SOME USEFUL SUGGESTIONS 


Hints for Making Butter at Home— 
Churning — Salting — Packing — A 
Practical Adérest:. Delivered at 
Lacombe. 


BY C. MARKER, DAIRY SUPT. 

T have been requested by the exhidi- 

tion committee to act as judge of the 

airy ucts and to give a short ad- 

dress on the exhibits with a view of 

\ making some supgeetione, based on 

character of the exhibits, as might 

help and encourage some of the pat 

rons to make more of their conditions- 

andif possible get a better under- 

standing of the principles underlying 

their work and do even better in the 
future. 

It is with great pleasure that T ac- 
cept this invitation to discuss with you 
a subject which is of so great impcrt- 
ance in this magnificent country, 
knowing that we all have a great deal 
yet to learn about our work, 

Before entering on my work I wish 
to consider with you a few moments 
the value of our agricultural exhibi- 
tions, More particularly the educa- 
tional feature of it, 

Besides offering prizes for such 
articles and products as are of a super- 
ior quality, they excite a friendly 
and ofcompetition andrivalry among 
t 


e members, Competition is not 
only commercial warfare, but also the 

reat yehicle of education. Nothing 

as done more towards the develop- 
ment and progress made in the most 
prominent agricultural sections and 
countries of today than competition 
and a higher standard of general edu- 
cation which follows in its wake. 
These two great factors in modern 
modern civilization areas cause and 
effect, 

We might consider the great market 
of the world—Great Britain—one huge 
progressive exhibition, patronized by 
all lands, competing for Ist prize, viz: 
aregular market and highest prices 
paid for products of fine quality. 
The competition on the British mar- 
ket was neyer so keen us at present; 
all competing countries are doing their 
utmost to have the privilege of cater- 
ing to that great consumer, to excel. 

itis true all exhibitors do not get 
Ast prize,but they are given the oppor- 
tunity of learning what is renll requir- 
ed of an article to entitle 16 to recogni- 
tion, and this feature should not be 
lost sight of, remembering that there 
is always room at the proverbial ‘“iop 
of the ladder”, and—-that we must 
climb in order to reach it. 

The following list of questions was 
handed by the secretary to each ex- 
hibitor to be filled cut and sent along 
with the entry:

What temperature was the cream 
kept at while ripening? 

Vhat was the temperature of the 
cream when put into the churn? 

How many winutes did the churn- 
ing take? 

Jow soon after did you work the 
butter? 

Was the butter mixed 
herd’s milk? 

The objects in sending oud these lists 
were: 

1. To ascertain the particulars in 
connection with each entry of butter 
on exhibition and to compare with 
them the results of the scoring of 
each entry; and in that way to point 
out where the mistakes, if any, had 
been made in each particular case, and 

2. Toimpress on the minds of the 
xhibitors that a number of con- 
ditions have to be co:nplied with in 
order to make a good quality of butter 
as economically as possible, or in other 
words with as little loss of butter fat 
in the skimmed and battermilk as 
possible, 

The list accompwyimng the butter 
which was awarded first prize 
shows that the cows had always access 
to good drinking water and to salt, 

he milk wasset in deep pails im- 
mediately after it was milked and left 
for 24 hours in water at 45° F, 

The cream was ripened for 24 hours 
and churned at 66° F., the churning 
taking about 30 ininutes,

The score card used by the judges is 
a very valuable feature of the agricul- 
tural exhib'tions, as il shows the

cases that the cream was kept from 
five days to one week me of 
skimm until it was churned, In 
addition to this we find also that the 
cows from whose milk the butter was 
made, have been milking nearly ten 
months, When cream is kept too long, 
the fermentation goes into the yon 
channele, ucing flavors termed old, 
bitter, tallowy, etc. 

In order to inake a strictly first class 
ne quality of butter, we must not 
eep the creain too long before churn- 

ing it; it is pagticularly essential to 
churn often and not hold the cream 
more than a couple of days before 
churning it, inthe fall of the year 
when most of the cows have ny 
milking a long time. 

In addition to the old flavor, I found 
in one case a sample with heated flavor 
which, I think, is caused by ripening 
the cream at too high a temperature, 

Herbal, or weedy flavor, is no doubt 
caused by the cows eating some strong 
flavore4 herbs on the fields along witt: 
the fresh, green blades of grass, Her 
bal flavor is sometimes called £..- 
tional flavor, being peculiar to cer’ 2‘n : 
sections of the country. 

The grain or texture of the butter 
on exhibition is,with a few exceptions, 
good, but as we are now discussing the 
exceptions we shall again refer to the 
remarks on the score card, Here we 
have a couple of samples having a 
weak texture containing too much 
moisture; these samples we evidently 
churned at temperatures that were 
higher than necessary and desirable, 
When we churn at too high temper- 
atures we have a great loss of outter- 
fat in the butter milk and the butter 
comes soft, holding excessive moisture 
which cannot be worked out after- 
wards without injury to its texture, 

While it °s not practicable to lay 
down any rulesas to the churning 
temperatures, which sometimes vary 
as much as 10° Fahr., we find that a 
successful churning should take about 
half an hour. 

Another sample bere is somewhat. 
salvey to the palate. Overworkiog of 
the butter is liable to remove too much 
of the moisture which 1s required to 
make butter palatable; it being, to a 
great extent, the moisture which dis- 
tinguisbes butter from lard in the 
matter of texture. We have then to 
strike the happy medium or we shjil 
find the texture of the butter weak, 
moist, or salvey. 

While the color is largely a matter 
of choice the scoring was based on the 
color of June grass butter, 

The salting of the butter, similar to 
coloring, is a matter of taste, and 
should be regulated to please cur 
customers and also to suit the general 
quality of the butter, as salt, judic- 
iously applied, covers a multitude of 
mistakes made in the manufacture. 

Butter intended for export should 
be salted at the rate of half an ounce 
per lb, while the local markets require 
about twice that amount, Force of 
habit, I suppose, 

Last, but not least. we shall conside: 
the appearance of the several entries, 

The first impression we pet of an 
object, or thing, is its appearance, If 
the appearance be not attractive as a 
rule we do not fcel encouraged to look 
for any other qualities; this is true in 
regards to dairy products, 

A thing worth doing is worth doing 
well, The butter maker who pro- 
duces a fine quahiy of butter is also 
careful Lo give it a peat and attractive 
appearance, 

I think it would be well to point out 
in a few words how the market likes 
tbe buiter put up; this should, after 
all, be our guide. For the local market 
it may be put up in tubs, square boxes, 
prints orrolls. ‘The tubs, or boxes, 
should be lined with the best quality 
of parchment paper, wetted in cold 
water or brine, This is waterproof 
and prevents the moisture of the 
butter from soaking through the wood 
and giving the packagea wet, mussy 
appearance. The butter should be 
packed as closely as possible with a 
wooden packer 

The best way to finish the upper 
surface is to pack in more butter than 
the package actually holds, and to 
draw a fine cord, stretched across 
over the edge of the package through 
the butter. The surpius thus cut off is 
then removed and the surface is per- 
fectly smooth. Cover the surface 
with parchment paper and nail the 
cover oa tight, 

PUTTER IN ROLLS AND PRINTS 

The so called California roll made up 
in a mould is the most popular of 
roll butter, being uniform in weight, 
size and appearance, 

Prints are made in small boxer, 
known as butter printers, and holding 
half,one and two pounds of butter, The 
moveable wooden block of the printer 
should have some initial or trade mark 
carved on it, so that each print of 
butter could be stamped tastefully. 

Prints and rolls should always be 
wrapped up in parchment paper, 

Ornamental butter is only made for 
exhibition, and should not be sent 
there unless a special class and prize 
be awarded it, 

Before closing my remarks I must 
congratulate Lacombe on its splendid 
fair, Itisa great credit to the agri- 
cultural society and its directors, and 
I sincerely trust that the farmers will 
not overlook the lessons which can be 
learned at the exhibitions better than 
any other place. Learn to excel; you 
have the natural facilities, Study and 
application cf knowledge leads to 
SUCCeSS,

Milch cows do well in the bush owing 
to the large quantity of wild vege- 
tables and peas,
